in  contemplation  from  the  Montclair 
line  through  Washington  Street  to 
the  Union  Outlet  Sew*  r.  The  lettef 
was  referred  to  the  8ew;r  Oofumittee 
to  frame  an  answer,  which  was  finally 
agreed  upon  to  the  effect  that  until 
Montclair  Township  signified  its  ac- 
oepfance  of  the  conditions  of  right  of 
way  through  Bloomfield,  as  required 
by  the  latter,  reply  could  not  !>e 
made  to  tbe  inquiry. 

Notice  was  received  from  Counsel¬ 
ors  Johnson  and  Pilcb,  and  ordered 
pfav-d  on  file,  that  Marble  Street  and 
Lewellyn  Avenue,  opened  several 
vf&rs  age.  on  the  Watm  wing  pond 
site,  had  been  vacated  and  cloned. 

The  Overseer ’of  the  Poor,  C.  L. 
Voorbeea,  made  a  statement  to  the 
Committee  that  a  decensed  soldier’s 
widow.  Aim  Snyder,  who  * nt»  nc"- 
being  supported  by  the  township, 
haul  obtained  a  pension,  and  he  de- 
auvi  to  know  if  the  Township 
claimed  the  whc-lj  or  any  part  of  the 
same  He  had  been  informed  that 
Ite  ha<l  uo  right  to  draw  it,  although 
lie  thought  he  had,  and  had  done  s.>. 
He  had  asked  Thos.  P  Day,  who  oh- 
tuined  the' i^nsion  for  Mr«.  Snyihr, 
if  there  was  not  some  back  pension 
money  dae  and  he  said  there  wns 
none.  He  had  understood  from 
others  that  Mr.  Da)  had  said  that 
there  was  some  money  of  this  kind 
uud  that  it  was  held  in  trust  by  a 
lady.  The  Committee  passed  a  reso¬ 
lution,  placing  the  case  in  the  hands 
of  the  Legal  Committee  for  investiga¬ 
tion.' 

A  number  of  bills  for  the  support 
of  the  poor  were  audited.  Among 
the  different  items  was  one  for  the 
purchase  of  a  cooking  range  which 
was  criticised  as  an  unusual  item. 
One  of  tbe  Committee  defended  the 
ttjursa  of  the  Overseer  in  buying  tbe 
stove,  upon  the  ground  that  coal  or 
food  sent  to  the  applicant  would  not 
do;  much  good  if  there  was  no  stove 
in  the  house.  Another  member  said 
he  supposed  it  was  all  ri^ht,  if  the 
Ovorteer  certified  tq  it,  but  that  upon 
the  same  principle  “we  might  be 
called  upon  to  pay  for  a  house  to  con 
tain  tbe  stove.” 

Mr.  Lockwood  rolled  attention  ,to 
the  condition  of  the  crossing  «t  the 
corner  of  lilotufield  and  Ridgewood 
Avenues,  where  there  was  a  pitfall 
for  (ledestrians  that  was  inconvenient 
in  the  daytime  and.  dangerous  at 
night,  owing  to  a  neglected  culvert. 
The  clerk  w  as  dir«  cted  to  notify  the 
Essex  Road  ll>ard  by  letter. 

Mr.  Gilbert  introduced  the  bell 
towsr  problem,  and  it  proved  to  be, 
as  it  has  many  times  before,  a  pro¬ 
lific  Source  of  discussion.  The 
mouth’s  notice  served  #pon  the  town 
ship  to  remo.e  its  property  from  the 
Truck  Company's,  premises  was  about 
fo  expire,  and  the  steam  whistle  at 
the  paper  mill  was  not  proving  to  be 
adequate  m  a  substitute  for  tbe  strik 
ing  of  the  alarm  bell. 

Mr  Stout  said  that  the  Township 
Committee  were  willing  to  do  any¬ 
thing  reasonable  to  conciliate  the 
Truck  Company,  ,  but  it  waa  plain 
that  a  majority  was  unalterably  op- 
pieed  te  asauming  responsibility  for 
damage  from  th?  fall  of  the  tower. 

Mr  Rayner  and  Mr.  Beach  differed 
decidedly  as  to  the  present  responsi¬ 
bility  in  the  matter,  and  the  power 
of  the  ftiwnBhip  Cojbunittea  to  j  bind 
the  township  to  reaponaitnlitg.  Mr. 
Rayner  was  of  the  opinion  that  ton  a 
corporal*  body  the  Committee  had 
the  right  to  legally  assume  the  re¬ 
sponsibility,  and  wer*  now  respons¬ 
ible  t  that  if  any  accident  from  4be 
fall  of  the  tower  should  occur,  a  suit 
for  damages  against  the  township

Anyone  with  half  ur  eyp  can  see  that 
for  some  reason  drink'uig  to  an  ex 
cess  has  visibly  increased  in  this  town, 
ami  that  it  is  not  confined  to  those 
who  move  in  the  lower  circles  of  so 
cietv.  Akin  to  that  is  tbe  passion  for 
gelling  something  for  nothing  and  if 
you  know  just  which  eye  to  wink  you 
can  any  night  be  inducted  into  places 
where  a  quiet  game  <s  carried  on. 
With  a  government  constituted  as  is 
our  Towuship's,  crime  ik  made  to  feel 
very  comfortable  incur  midst,  even  if 
there  is  a  tirade  against  it  occasion¬ 
ally  from  the  pulpit.  f 

A  spelling  contest  nit  u  teacher's 
institute  in  which  eighty  five  teachers 
look  [>art  showed  some  strange  re 
suits.

In  conversation1  with  a  good  house 
wife  in  the  city  ori  New  Years,  tbe 
question  of  laundries  that  send  the 
clothes  home  all  eaten,  up  with  acul 
and  impregnated  with  the  unpleasant 
©dors  uf  cluBe  quarters,  was  discussed. 
She  louged  for  the  sweet  smelling 
clothes  uf  dazzling  whiteness,  as  she 
remembered  them  in  her  girlish  days 
at  the  “old  homestead.”  Bloomfield, 
almost  entirely  free  from  factory 
smoke,  with  its  pure  air  aud  large 
open  spaces  for  the  winds  to  sweep 
through,  would  furnish  an  oppertun 
ity  for  some  capitalists  to  start  a 
Home  Made  Laundry.  It  might  take 
some  time  to  get  the  enterprise  under 
way  so  as  to  pay  dividends  but  they 
would  come  in  the  end.  It  is  a  great 
pity — that  so  many  in  this  town  are 
obliged- to  depend  on  laundries  that 
are  no  better  than  the  city  ernes.

Twslvs  Dollars  a  Week  Does  Not  Do  V  fry 
Far  In  a  lit*  City.  a«t  Tlie«e  TWO 

KeotioinlciU  Men  Made  Their  Moilry  «■<• 
a  Pretty  Good  Distance  hr  a  Tiiue. 

A  magazine  writer,  who  claimed  to 
have  Investigated  the  subject,  rA-etitly 
stated  that  there  are  several  hundreds 
of  young  and  old  bachelors  In  this  town 
who  spend  all  the  wny  from  gpi.IKH)  to 
$75,000  a  )  ear  for  their  personal  comfort. 

There  Is  a  certain  delirious  excitation 
ev^jjj  in  readiug  the  details  of  how  these 
fortune  favored  cinq*  get  rid  of  the 
time  and  enriqji  the  community.  To  an 
will  tnXen‘OU8  youth  who  earns  twenty  dol¬ 
lars  s  week,  for  instance,  the  account  of 
how  a  $75,000  per  annum  bachelor 
off  ennui  and  retains  his  flesl 
a  saturnalia. 

1  know  the  effect  of  all  this  on  a  $20  a 

week  man,  because  I  myself  belong  to 
the  $20  a  week  class.  Twenty  dollars  a 
week  is  uhout  $1,000  a  year,  and  1  have 
had  a  lot  of  fun  out  of  life  for  the  just 
three  years  on  that  anm.  1  know  a  lot 
pf  other  fellows  who  do  the  same  thing, 
for  n  week  is  about  the  average  in- 
!  bomb  of  half  Ute  neat  looking  chajis 
wearing  t  hryvn:  thramimspinm-d  to  kcr- 
I  sey  top  c<>n f!l  that  yon  run  itcms-i  in  the 
|  c  urse  of  a  day. 

When  I  ratrnt  to  this  town  from  a  farm 
iu  western  New  York,  I  thought  the 
man  who  offered  me  a  perpisn-nt  jolt  us 
salefiiian  at  a  salary  of  $13  a  we<  k  ws^s 
widely  extravagant,  for  I  had  d  .tdy 
U..rmsl  K-mo  t  i  i  implng  lessons.  i>  -1^1 
Hot  take  mo  long  to  find  oat  uiy  mistake, 
and  so  1  devised  a  sy.- tern  of  exp-  ndt 
tores,  and  though  in  five  year-  s  my  in 
come  has  increased,  as  1  have  told  you.  1 
have  stnek  to  it  ever  since.  Here  i’  i-: 

1  discovered  to  my  complete  san-fac- 
■tioikthat  a  single  man  can't  get  any  >or( 
of  uourislimeut,  comfort  or  repose  in  a 
boarding  house  iu  New  York  city  for 
less  than  eight  dollars  a  week.  Even 
the  eight  dollar  variety  of  New  York 
board  is  not  in  all  respects  desirable, 
and  when  some  dismal  experience'  had 
hammered  this  knowledge  into  me  1  set 
about  to  find  a  better  scheme.  In  the 
saute  store  with  me  was  another  young 
fellow,  who  m' contributing  his  colos¬ 
sal  intellect  and  energies  for  twelve  dol¬ 
lars  a  week,  and  we  entered  into  a  con¬ 
spiracy  to  shake  off  forever  the  land¬ 
ladies  who  were  getting  most  of  our  pay. 

We  decided  to  hire  a  room  together 
and  to  get  our  meals  in  pot  luck  fa.-duou 
— “hustle  lor  our  grub  on  the  outside, 


'as  uiy  x?hnm  put  it.  After  a  pretty 
ful  search  we  hit  upon  a  large,  com  lort- 
able  ground  floor  rear  room  in  the  home 
of  an  elderly  widow  in  Harlem,  whom 
we  soon  jollied  into  the  belief  that  we 
were  the  salt  of  the  earth,  with  the  in¬ 
sult  that  she  couldn’t  take  too  good  care 
of  us.  We  agreed  to  pay  her  five  dollars 
a  week  for  that  room,  which  took  $*J.50 
of  my  wages.  When  we  had  stuck  up 
on  the  walls  the  cabinet  photos  of  till 
the  girls  we  knew,  and  had  distribut'  d 
the  knickknacks  which  these  girls  had 
given  ns,  the  room  looked  simply  im¬ 
mense. 

The  eating  problem  was  then  to  be 
overcome.  After  sundry  experience'  we 
adjusted  it  on  this  basis:  Breakfast  uf 
rolls  aud  good  coffee  in  a  little  shop  a 
block  from  where  we  lived,  15  cents; 
luncheon  of  a  sandwich,  glass  of  milk 
and  piece  of  pie,  in  a  lunchroom  to  ar 
the  store,  15  cents;  first  class  entire  din¬ 
ner,  from  60up  to  French  coffee,  in  a 
neat  little  obscure  restaurant  which  we 
ran  across,  515  cents.  Total  for  day’s 
eating,  65  cents;  for  the  week  (of  six 
working  days),  $51.90.  On  Sunday  we 
stuck  to  the  week  day  programme  as  far 
as  breakfast  and  luncheon  were  con¬ 
cerned,  and  paid  tifiy  cents  for  a  good 
Sunday  dinner.  Thus  a  week's  good, 
substantial  food  costs  me  $4.70,  which, 
With  the  $2.50  room  rent,  amounts  to 
$7.20. 

It  costs  me  sixty  cents  a  week  to  ride 
to  and  from  my  work.  Figuring  at  teu 
cents  a  week  for  my  Press,  seventy  cents 
is  added  to  the  $7.20.  My  Binoking  is 
confined  to  a  couple  of  pipes  every  even¬ 
ing,  and  a  ten  cent  package  of  tobacco 
sees  me  through  the  week.  Total,  eight 
dollars. 

I  have  a  permanent  arrangement  with 
a  Celtic  lady  to  do  my  washing  for  fifty 
cents  a  week,  and  I  have  my  collars  and 
cuffs  polished  at  a  laundry  at  a  weekly 
outlay  of  twenty-five  cents.  Total,  fs.73. 

Once  every  week  I  invest  one  dollar 
for  two  balcony  seats  at  a  first  class 
theater— $9.75.  I  invariably  lay  aside 
two  dollars  a  week  for  raiment  of  all 
sorts,  fixed  on  Uub  basis:  Two  dollars  a 
week  is  $104  a  year.  I  have  two  suits  of 
clothes  every  twelve  mouths,  each  suit 
ooeting  me  twenty  dollars,  and  I  can  get 
natty  clothes  made  to  order  at  that  fig¬ 
ure.
